Rosenberg fails to teach the adjusting object's position in proportion to a movement of the selected objects. 
Examiner disagrees. 

The examiner does not agree for the following reasons: 

During patent examination, the pending claims must be "given >their< broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the 
specification." > In re Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed. Cir. 2000). Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the 
possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 
541,550-51 (CCPA1969). 

In this case, Rosenberg teaches this limitation (abstract) because Rosenberg moves a cursor against a weak magnitude resistive force 
when the motion of mouse is fast (column 37, line 65-column 38, lines 18) and increases the magnitude resistive force when the mouse 
slows down, (column 37, line 65-column 38, lines 18) Therefore, by adjusting the magnitude resistive force, Rosenberg is in fact adjusting 
object's position in proportion to a movement of the object. Furthermore, when the mouse's speed is below a minimum threshold, 
Rosenberg uses multiple force detents to determine cursor's position on screen, (column 40, lines 58-column 41 lines 32) However when 
the mouse's speed is above the minimum threshold, the detents were not used, (column 40, lines 58-column 41 lines 32) The use of 
detents also suggests adjustment of cursor's position proportionally to a movement of the mouse. 
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
